N.C.  lawmakers  challenge  NCAA,  ACC  boycotts 


RALBQH.  N.C  (BP  and  local  raporta) 
—  Repubticaii  atate  Icmalatots  in  North 
Carobna  are  alleging  ttie  Natkm^  Ool- 
le^ale  AAledc  Aasodaiion  (NCAA)  and 
the  Atlantic  CkMBt  CoBference  (ACC)  vio- 
laied  their  federal  tax-exempt  atatw  by 
attempting  to  prcNoke  a  repeal  of  ^  Tar 
Hed  Slate  a  tranagender  restroom  law. 

The  law,  known  as  Houae  Bill  (HB) 
2,  requira  people  to  uae  the  restroom 
appnm^e  to  the  gender  hated  on 
their  biith  certificatea  and  not  their 
adf-«vowed  opposite  gender.  Miasia- 
kippi  has  a  sinular  law  known  aa  HB 
that  is  currently  being  challenge 
in  federal  court. 

North  Carolina  GOP  state  Rep.  Mark 
Bro^  filed  the  Ath¬ 
letic  Aaaodations  A^ 
countability  Act  (HB 
uB)  in  the  state  l^ja- 
latiire  Mardi  13. 

The  meaaure  has  17 
cosponson  and  would 
instruct  leaders  of  the 
North  Cardina  Gen¬ 
eral  AasemUy  to  *fle 
a  tax-exempt  oiganixa-  brooy 
tion  compuint  (refer¬ 
ral)  with  the  Department  of  die  United 
States  Treasury,  Internal  Revenue  Ser¬ 
vice,  against  bodi  the  National  CoDe- 
aate  Athletic  Association  (NC/Uk)  and 
uie  Atlantic  Coast  Ckinfisience  (ACC),  al- 
legiiig  dte  oreaniiations  have  engaged  in 
excessive  lobbying  activities.’

$500,000  from  cancelation  of  NCAA 
men's  basketball  tournament  games 
previously  scheduled  for  March  17-19, 
the  Chic^o  Tribune  reported. 

Moving  the  2016  AOC  football  cham¬ 
pionship  game  may  have  impacted  the 
conference '  negatively.  The  game  was 
moved  from  Charlotte  to  Orlando,  which 
resulted  in  the  lowest  attendance  in  the 
ACC  Championship's  12-year  history, 
according  to  The  Post  arid  Courier  of 
Charleston,  S.C 

Creech  said  “ther ’s  no  question*  re¬ 
location  of  this  year's  NCAA  basketball 
tournament  games  "has  hurt  some"  ec- 
oiiomicalK'.  "The  bottom  line,  however, 
is  that  it  tiasn’t  hurt  to  any  significant 
degree  our  state’s  economy...  but  no 
matter  the  size  of  the  losses,  there  is  no 
price  too  high  to  protect  our  citizeas' 
rundamentaT  right  to  privacy,  safety, 
and  rdigious  liberty.’
